The insurgents tried to 
rush the Americans, but failing to ac- 
complish their purpose, they quickly 
broke and scattered. The men of the 
Ninth had a corporal and a scout 
killed, and one private wounded. Six- 
teen of the bolomen were killed, while 
the riflemen escaped. 

The Hotchkiss rapid-fire guns will be 
sent to the southern islands for opera- 
tions in the mountains. Capt. Her- 
man Hall of the Twenty-first Infantry 
has been scouting for several days in 
Batangas province. He had four sep- 
arate engagements with the insurgents 
there. Judging from the firing on 
these occasions, Capt. Hall estimates 
the force of each band of the rebels at 
from thirty to fifty. They made no 
attempt to charge Capt. Hell's party. 
Capt. Halls scouting resulted in the 
capture of one insurgent officer and 
50,000 pounds of rice. 

Gen. Sumner, commander of the dis- 
trict of Southern Luzon, highly praised 
Capt. Hartman and his troop of the 
First Cavalry. who last Wednesday 
morning attacked % insyrgents m- 
trenched in rifle pits in Batangas mo- 
ince and routed them. Gem Sumner 
says the blow then administered by 
Capt. Hartman is the most severe the 
insurgents have suffered since he (Gen. 
Sumner) assumed command of his dis- 
trict.

perintendent Machen went over the 
ground thoroughly with the commis- 
sion, and while no itive conclusion 
was reached, it was stated by both 
parties to the conference that the pros- 
pect for the extension of the civil-serv- 
ice rules to the rural, free-delivery is 
good, and it ig quite certain that the 
extension will be made.

FORTHCOMING DOCUMENT. 


It is Believed He Will Not Commit 
Himself to <n Indorsement of the 
Pending Reciprocity Treaties—Army 
and Navy Must Be Efficient. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—[(Ex:lusive 
Dispatch.) The World's Washington 
special says that the President is now 
putting. hie message to Congress into 
completed form. It is nearly ready 
for the printer. It will contain from 
fourteen to sixteen thousand words. 
Terseness will be a characteristic feat- 
ure. 

The President will refer to the pros- 
‘perous condition of the country and 
our growing foreign trade. Credit 
will be given to his predecessor for 
existing conditions, and the declara- 
tion will be made that it will be his 
purpoge to so perpetuate the policies 
of President McKinley that a ontinu- 
ance of prosperity will be assured. 
There will be no specific recommenda- 
tion to Congrese as to tariff revision, 
although a reduction of the internal- 
revenue taxes may be advised. 

The President will say reciprocity is 
a subject requiring careful study, that 
there may be no conflict between the 
principle of reciprocity and the pur- 
pose of the existing protective tariff 
laws. The declaration of the late Re- 
publican platform providing for the 
opening of markets on favorable 
terms to those things this country 
does not droduce will be pointed out. He 
will not commit himself to an indorse- 
ment of the pending reciprocity treaties 
as examples of what should be sought 
in the future. ‘ 
While the President will urge the 
need of subsidy legislation that wil! 
bulld up the American merchant ma- 
rine, specific recommendation will be 
avoided. The creation of a Depart- 
ment of Commerce with a Cabinet of- 
ficer at its head will be recommended. 
A strong stahd will be taken for the 
restriction of foreign immigration. The 
reénactment of the Geary law and the 
continued exclusion of Chinese will be 
recommended. Also the enactment of 
stripgent laws that will exclude an- 
archists seeking to land here. 

The President will urge the need of 
legislation affecting trusis, but 
not submit any specific plans for a 
determination of this important ques.

REPUBLICANS HAVE AN ADVAN- 
TAGE OVER DEMOCRATS. 
Win Be in Better Condition Next Fall 
Than for the Last Two Seasons Con- 
gress Committee Will Be Made Up 
Soon After Session Opens. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES®.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Soon after the assembling 
of Congress, the Republicans of the 
several State delegations in the House 
will meet with their Senators and se- 
lect one man from each delegation to 
compose the new Republican Congress 
Committee to manage the campaign for 
the next House, which will begin early 
in the summer and continue through 
the fall. The committee will have to 
choose a new chairman, as Representa- 
tive Babcock of Wisconsin, who has 
filled the chairmanship through four 
contests for control of the House of 
Representatives, has announced that he 
will not accept the responsibilities of 
the post for another term. A member 
of the House is invariably named 
chairman. 

Representative Sherman of New 
York would be the choice of many older 
members of the House, if he would ac- 
cept the place, but he has expressed a 
disinclination to serve. Representative 
H. C. Loudenslager of New Jersey, 
vice-chairman, may be a candidate. 

The Republicans wil! be in better con- 
dition next fall than they have been 
for the last two campaigns, having an 
advantage over their opponents at the 
outset. The reapportionment of Congress 
districts in the several States last sum- 
mer, has gained several seats for them 
and made safer their pluralities or ma- 
Jorities in dirtricts that heretofore 
have been close. 

It is true that in a few States redis- 
tricting has operated to the benefit of 
the Democrats. but the average still 
shows a balance on the Republican side 
of the column. There have been Re- 
publican gains in Massachusetts, Penn- 
syivania, New York. Illinois and Call- 
fornia, while in Indiana, West Virginia, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin the Repub- 
lican pluralities have been | 
by redistricting, taking the — 
out of the doubtful column. In Mis- 
sour! the Democrats have obtained a 
slight advantage, also in Texas, while 
in North Carolina they have strength- 
ened their delegation. 

Thig winter the Kentucky, Legisla- 
ture will gerrymander that State for 
the benefit of the Democrats, but Ohio, 
across the river, also will be taken in 
hand by the Republicans, and the net 
result probably will favor the Repub- 
licans in the composition of the House. 

Democratic leaders in Congress al- 

ready have declared an intention of 
bending all their efforts this winter 
toward making capital and getting 
ready to capture the house, if possibie, 
in the next election. The Senate is 
safely Republican beyond peradventure 
for years to come, and there is nothing 
in sight for the Democrats. The 
Democratic leaders have thus far no 
definite policy, certainly no policy of 
aggression or action. 
@Republican policies this winter will 
be positive and along well-defined lines. 
Republican leaders think they win 
commend themselves to the approval 
of the people, and they see no reason- 
able prospect for Democratic hope. 

The campaign for Congress, never- 
theless, will be prosecuted with great 
vigor and care. as old members know 
the uncertainties of politics in this re- 
spect.

GUARDED THE BABY. 


CURIOSITY SEEKERS, NEVERTHE- 
LESS FORCED PASSAGES. 


Excursion Trains Carried Over Two 
Thousand People to the Scene—At 
Least Eight Bodies Are Still Supposed 
to Be in the Mine. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P Mu! 

POCAHONTAS (Va. Nov. 17.—-Two 
excursion trains carried over two 
thousand people from the coal flelds of 
Pocahontas, Flat Tip. and Elkhorn to 
the scene of the Baby mine disaster 
today, and all day long the grounds 
about the entrance to the mine shaft 
Was a mass of humanity. The work of 
those who were engaged in recovering 
bodies was somewhat retarded by the 
crowds. 

Mine officials had to stand with clubs 
at the entrance to prevent curiosity 
seekers from entering, but even then. a 
few forced an entrance through the air 
passages. In some af the lower places in 
the mine, water stands two feet deep. 
No bodies have been recovered siace 
yerterday, but the work will be con- 
tinued as long as there is hope cf re- 
covering any of the unfortunates. Many 
miners- familiar with those ed 
there still assert that at least eight 
bodles ere within the mine. 

The three bodies taken out yesterday 
were badly burned, but they are sup- 
posed to be Hungarians. and were in- 
terred this afternoon. The amount of 
money necessary for relief is being 
raised by popular subscription. 

HOSE AND PIPE NEEDED.

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SHORT OF PORK AND BEEF. 
EASTERN WASHINGTON CLEAR. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 

TACOMA, Nov. 17.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Hogs and beef cattle cofn- 
mand a premium throughout this 
State. They have been so thoroughly 
cleared off the farms and ranges of 
eastern Washington that many buyers 
have been called in. Even the loce! 
butchers in Walla Walla county and 
Palouse wheat districts are reported 
to be having trouble in finding pork 
and cattle for their blocks. For weeks 
pork shippers have been riding through 
farming districts offering 5 and 6 cents 
per pound on foot for all the hogs 
they could get. For months pest the 
supply has been inadequate to meet 
the growing demands of Sound cities 
and Alaska, with the result that heavy 
importations of packed and refriger- 
ator meats are being made from east- 
ern packing-house centers. 

A large number of range cattle are 
being fattened on alfalfa hay in cen- 
tral Washington, but these will not 
become available until spring. Farm- 
ers are now bringing in shorthorns and 
Herefords from Kansas City in car- 
load lots for breeding and fattening 
purposes. It will take several years 
to again thoroughly stock farms whose 
owners have sold all their stock at 
high prices during the past summer. 


TREE-PLANTING BOOM. 


WASHINGTON FARMERS ALERT. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA, Nov. 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} The great apple crop of this 
year and the high prices prevailing for 
all frujt has started a tree-planting 
boom, similar to that of early 90, 
when the possibilities of horticulture 
in this State first became generally 
known. This year the fruit crop has 
brought about 32.000. 0% into the State 
and scores of individual farmers and 
horticulturists have made fortunes of 
from $3000 to $12,000 each from orch- 
ards ranging in size from # to 200 
acres. State Horticultural Commis- 
stoner Van Holderbeke announces that 
fully a quarter million fruit trees will 
be planted by Washington orchardists 
during this fall. 
He estimates that 100,000 were 
planted during October, of which 
nearly half were set out in Chelan and 
Okanogan counties, heretofore noted 
chiefly for their mineral productions. 
The largest acreage is being planted 
in western Washington and comprises 
hardy winter apples and prunes. In 
eastern Washington most fruit-grow- 
ers do their planting in the spring.

Union Miners Attack 
Non-unionists. 


Kentucky Strikers Fight 
Pitched Battle. 


One Man Killed and One 
Fatally Wounded—Three 
Guards Wounded. | 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

MADISONVILLE (Ky.) Nov. 17.— 
Mining troubles in this district brought 
more bloodshed today. James H. Smith, 
a negro striker, is dead: George Crouch, 
another striker, is fatally wounded, and 
John. West, Hut Dawson and Nathan 
Bush, all guards, are wounded, but 
none of them dangerously. 

The trouble occurred at the mines 
of the Providence Coal Company, sev- 
entecn miles from here, where an at- 
tack began at about 4:30 o'clock. The 
attacking party, some seventy-five or 
eighty strong, first fired on the engine- 
house, and then, in a few minutes, the 
company's stables were surrounded. A 
horse and a mule were killed, and sev- 
eral other animals disabied. By this 
time the guards were becoming act- 
ive, and the attackers formed in a 
semi-circle over the brow of the hill. 
From there they poured a well-directed 
fire upon the houses occupied by the 
non-union employés and their families. 

Men, aroused by the crash of bulicts, 
rushed to small timber piles, arranged 
for use in such an emergency, and 
from behind these returned the fire. 
The attacking party, while sending vol- 
ley after volley into this quarter, kept 
up a steady fire on the tipple, engine- 
room, stable, and other buildings of the 
company, while the guards, for their 
part, were doing effective work. 

The battle raged for almost an hour 
and a half, when the atlants with- 
drew, leaving Smith dead and Crouch, 
shot through and through, on the field. 
How many wounded they took with 
them is not known, but the leader was 
seen to fall, and it is believed some 
of the party who went to his rescue 
were hit. 

County Judge Hall, at Providence, 
started an investigation. An inquest 
was held, the Coroner's jury's verdict 
being that the negro came to his death 
at the hands of the guards, while de- 
fending life and property, and they were 
therefore justified. Adjt.-Gen. Murray 
at once commenced an investigation, 
opening communication with the Gov- 
ernor. 

Following the battle at Providence 
mine, there were other riots at other 
Kentucky mines. An attack was made 
on the nine guards at the Monarch 
mines, three miles from Earlinston, to- 
night, but it was repulsed. Two em- 
ployés of the St. Bernard Coal Com- 
pany at Bernard's Gap were fred 
upon by a man who sprang from be- 
hind a tree. There was much trouble 
at other places, but neither injury nor 
lors of life followed.

THE LOUISIANA PURCHASE. 
bration of the Louisiana Purchase 


Ths suggested to the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics the compilation 
of some data regarding the present 
conditions and productions of the ter- 
ritory ineluded within that purchase. 
This statement, which was published 
in the October number of the Monthly 
Summary of Commerce and Finance, 
shows that the land area of the 
Louisiana Purchase exceeds that of the 
Original thirteen States, being 864,944 
square miles, against a total land area 
of $20,944 square miles in the original 
thirteen States. The States and Terri- 
tories which have been created in 
whole or in part from its area num- 
ber fourteen, and their population in 
1900 was 14,708,616, against a popula- 
tion of less than 100,000 in the territory 
at the time of its purchase. Their to- 
tal area is nearly one-third that of the 
entire Union, and their population 
about one-fifth that of the entire 
United States. 

They produced in 1890 164,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and in 1900 264,000,- 
0060 bushels, at a value in 1900 of 
$152,000,000, their total wheat production 
being over 50 per cent. of that of the 
entire United States. They produced 
60. 000, 0% bushels of corn in 1890 and 
1,013,000,000 in 1900, with a value in 1890 
of $514,000,000, their total corn c 
forming in 1890 40 per cent., and in 
1900 48 per cent. of the total corn crop 
of the United States. Of oats they 
produced in 1900 311,000,000 bushels, or 
38 per cent. of the total product of the 
country, with a valuation of 171.900. 

( eir production of barley in 
1900 was valued at over $10,000,000, and 
of rye over $2,000,000, while their pro- 
duction of potatoes in 19900 amounted 
to over $25,000,000, that of hay, 8130, 
000,000, and that of cotton, $50,000,000 
in value, The total value of the agri- 
cultural products of the States formed 
from the Louisiana Purchase, included 
in that category simply wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, rye. hay, potatoes and 
cotton, was, in 1890, $670,000,000, and in 
1900 $755,000,000. The woo! product of 
these States amounted to 61,871,357 
pounds in 1894, and in 1900 to 100,396,- 

2, or W per cent. of the total wool 
product of the country, with an esti- 
mated value of about $15,000,000, or 
equal to the cost of the entire area. 
The value of the farm animals in these 
States in 1890 was $772,000,000, and in 
1900, $825,000,000. Add to these easily- 
measured farm products the estimated 
value of the wool, the sugar, the dairy 
and poultry products, and the propor- 
tion of the live stock annually turne:! 
into provisions, and it may be safely 
estimated that their agricultural prod- 
ucts during a single year amount to 
100 times the original cost of the area, 
or in other words, that its cost is re- 
paid by 1 per cent. of the agricultural 
production of each recurring year. 

The product of the mines is also 
very great. The coal produced in this 
area in 1899 amounted to 22,000,000 tons, 
against 14,000,000 in 1890; the iron ore 
to 8,491,000 tons in 1900, against 1.269. 
000 tons in 1890; the silver product of 
1899, $50,300,768 in coining value, against 
$44,799,998 in 1890; and gold, $37,712,400 
in 1899, against $10,650,000 in 1890. 

The prosperity shown by these fig- 
ures is further evidenced by the bank- 
ing institutions of the States formed 
from this territory. Their capital 
stock amounted in 1900 to over $30,000,- 
000: their circulation to $36,600,000 in 
1900, against $15,644,000 in 1890; their 
loans and discounts to $317,663,000 in 
1900, against $269,016.000 in 1890; and 
their total resources, $1,009,111,000 tn 
1900, against $746,903,000 in 1890. while a 
still more gratifying evidence of the 
prosperity of this section is in the fact 
that individual deposits in national 
banks in 1900 amounted to $329,699,000, 
against $216,609,000 in 1890, an increase 
of more than $110,000,000 in individual 
deposits during the decade. 

A study of educational conditions 
shows equally rapid and gratifying de- 
velopment. The pupils enrolled in the 
public schools in the States in question 
in 1890 numbered 2,580,495, and in 1899, 
3,161,112; the teachers employed num- 
bered, in 1890, 89,553, and in 1899, 102,202; 
and the expenditures for public schools 
in 1890 was $30,284,752, and in 1899, $37,- 
185,881. The number of pupils in at- 
ten ce at high schools in 1899 was 
113.847, with 4937 teachers; at normal 
schools, 15,843 students, with 625 teach- 
ers: and at higher educational Ineti- 
tutions, 40,249 students, with 3925 
teachers. The total figures for schools 
and educational institutions in the 
fourteen States formed from the Louisi- 
ana Purchase show: teachers, in 1899, 
95,365; in 1899, 111,689; attendance, in 
1890, 2,670,541; in 1899, 3,331,051. 

The number of newspapers and peri- 
odicals published in this area in 1890 
was 4759, and in 1900 5618; the number 
of postoffices in 1890, 12,919, and in 19090, 
16,228: the miles of railway in opera- 
tion in 1890 numbered 51,823, and in 
1898, 59.324. or 31 per cent. of the total 
railway mileage of the country. 

The power of this vast area, with 
ite agricultural and mineral wealth, to 
sustain a population much greater than 
that which it now supports, is sug- 
gested by a comparison of its are 


making a spéed of 116 miles in 100 
minutes.

Railroad te the Pacific.—We are grat- 
ifed to notice thet the Secretary of the 
Interior, in his able report, just pub- 
lished, again recommends a provision, 
by Congress, for a railroad to the Pa- 
eine, through our own territory. A 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Commercial says, that a number 
of gentlemen from New York are now 
in Washington, as representatives of a 
company formed there for taking a 
contract with the government for 
bullding the proposed railroad from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific. They offer 
to build the road in four years, taking 
their pay partly in money and partly 
in land, as they with their 
work. Mr. Chatfield, Attorney-General, 
is said to be one of the company. 

It teok long years more of plann 
and doubting and iegisiating 4n 
financing before that great undertak- 
ing, the construction of the first trans- 
continental railway, was looked upon 
as even a probability; it was nine years 
after 1853 when the Union Pacific and 
Centra! Pacific railroad companies were 
incorporated; and it was not until 
1869—-sixteen years after the announce- 
ments above noted, that a continuous 
railway across the continent began to 
be operated. Huntington, Stanford, 
Hopkins, Crocker, Ames, Dillon, Dodge, 
Hoxie and the other mighty men who 
conceived and bullt this long-desired 
highway of the nation have gone but 
their work remains — grows greater 
in importance continually.

Very 
nearly two-thirds (62 per cent.) of the 
receipts were contributed by five lines 
with an aggregate length of 8360 miles, 
being one-third of the whole open mile- 
age, namely, the East Indian, the Great 
Indian Peninsula, the Northwestern, 
the Bombay-Baroda, the Rajputana- 
Malwa. Of the total earnings of the 
railways, 65 per cent. are derived from 
goods traffic, the receipts from passen- 
ger traffic giving the small proportion 
of 35 per cent. The number of passen- 
gers carried on the railways in 1900 was 
about 175,000,000; the railways carried 
in the same year over 33,000,000 tons of 
goods and minerals. During the last 
ten years, that is, since 1891, while the 
number of miles open has inc 
from 17,567 to 25,035, the increase being 
at the rate of 42 per cent., the gross 
earnings have increased from Rs. 240.4 
millions to Rs. 315.9 millions, being at 
the rate of 31 per cent. 


Railway in German Southwest Africa. 

Consul-General Hughes of Coburg re- 
ports under date of August 28, 1901, that 
a railway to connect Iwakopmund and 
Windhoe in Southwest 
Africa, is in course of construction. 
Last year, 194 kilometers (120 miles.) 
from Iwakopmund to Karibib, were 
completed, and traffic was opened on 
that portion a few months ago. For 
the fiscal year 1901, 3,000,000 marks 
($714,000) have been appropriated for 
continuing the line toward Windhoek. 
After the whole line is completed, it is 
planned that two freight trains shall 
be run daily and two passenger trains 
weekly.

ELLOW LITERATURE. 

The best way to wean people from 
doing wrong is to give them some- 
thing better to do. It is along this 
line that those practical friends of 
temperance are working, in establish- 
ing coffee houses. Something of a 
similar kind is being done in another 
direction, by a London society which 
employs over fifty men to sell books 
of a heajthful tendency, instead of the 
“penny dreadfuls,” which demoralize 
the minds of young people—and some- 
times of older people—quite as effect- 
ually as alcoho) ruins their bodies. 

The circulation of bad literature has 
done an immense amount of harm in 
this country also. Many a youngster 
has been started in the wrong direc- 
tion by the perusal of some lurid 
story, in which young criminals are 
painted as heroes, Nor is this baneful 
literature confined to the penny mag- 
azine. Some of the most widely-cir- 
culated daily newspapers in the coun- 
try are equally gullty, and have much 
more power for evil, because their cir- 
culation is far wider. Many of these 
sheets devote about three-fourths of 
their space to the narration of various 
criminal] acts, with profuse illustra- 
tions, so that young people whose 
minds have a morbid twist are easily 
fired with an ambition to do some- 
thing “real bad,” and so get their 
names into the papers.

FIELD FOR INVESTIGATION. 

A few days ago there appeared 
in The Times a dispatch from Paris, 
in which it was announced that 
Count Boni Castellane had announced 
that he will introduce into the Cham- 
ber of Deputies a bill making clair- 
voyance, palmistry, ochiromancy and 
Christian Science unlawful. In the 
next column appeared a dispatch from 
St. Petersburg, telling of a miraculous 
cure that had been effected on a par- 
alyzed woman by a Russian priest. 

The legislation proposed by the 
French count—at least that portion 
of it aimed at the Christian Scientists 
—would arouse a storm of disapproval 
in this country, where the sect has 
become remarkably numerous of late 
years. It is also said to have been 
spreading rapidly in BDurope, and to 
have secured converts in high German 
circles. Such legislation would be too 
drastic, and would be likely to defeat 
its own purpose. There is no doubt 
that a great amount of fraud is prac- 
tleed by the so-called spiritualists, 
clairvoyants and others, but on the 
other hand it will not do to deny the 
existence of everything that we do 
not thoroughly understand. As The 
Times recently said, the relations ex- 
isting between mind and matter are 
almost a sealed book to us. During 
the latter half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the world has been too busy 
with material progress to give much 
thought to such erudite investigations, 
the results of which cannot be trans- 
formed into hard cash. Perhaps, now 
that the world has grown rich and 
prosperous, it may, in these opening 
years of the twentieth century, devote 
some time to the investigation of 
problems which so vitally affect the 
human race. 

Meantime, while suppressing pal- 
pable frauds which are sprung upon 
the public, we should avoid anything 
that savors of persecution or the sup- 
pression of free thought, for history 
has shown that such legislation has 
not and can never accomplish any 
permanent results, even if it were 
desirable. 51

| XTENSIVE FARMING 


BE PLANTED. 

2 — 
Improved Plows Which Turn Up One 
Hundred Square Yards Per Minute 
Now Being Used—Millions to Be Paid 
to Ranchers by Sugar Factory. 


* 


OXNARD, Nov. 17.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 
Patterson Ranch Company, owning 
about six thousand acres of choice 
land along the seashore a little less 
than a mile west of Oxnard, is making 
extensive plans for more extensive and 
scientific farming than ever before. 
Two steam plows have just been re- 
ceived from London, Eng., that oper- 
ate upon a different plan from any 
at present manufactured in this coun. 
5 The outfit consists of two sixteen- 

“power traction engines, placed 
at opposite sides of the field, and the 
plow is drawn back and forth by means 
of cables, each 450 yards in length, 
running on a horizontal wheel on 
each engine, which enables it to move 
along as fast as the plow does its work. 
The plows are double-enders. A very 
successful experiment was made Fri- 
day. The plow used was for deep 
work, and had only three shears on 
each end. They were sent to a depth 
of sixteen inches and the speed at 
which they were drawn by the ca- 
bles turned over 100 square yards per 
minute. Another plow for use when 
it is not desired to turn the soil deeper 
than twelve inches has four shears on 
each end and will handle about double 
the acreage of the other plow. The en- 
gines weigh fifteen tons each and the 
cost complete of the outfit, with dupli- 
cate parts, was $25,000. 

The planting of beets upon this ranch 
for the sugar crop of 1902 has already 
commenced and will continue as rap- 
idly as the new machines and other 
implements put the ground in shape. 
This is to make possible the com- 
mencement of the 1902 sugar campaign 
at an earlier date than heretofore. It 
is expected that operations at the 
factory will be commenced not later 
than June 1. and continue six months. 
Henry T. Oxnard estimates that the 
factory will handle 250,000 tons of beets 
‘In 1902, which will produce, in round 
numbers, upward of 99,000,000 pounds 
of refined sugar. With the same per 
centage as this year’s beets, the farm- 
ers will receive over $1,000,000, and 
with its labor account will make the 
factory disbursements for those two 
items alone not far from $1,500,000. 
The figures as to the quantity of beets 
supplied by various sections this sea- 
son have been announced. Springville

Men and women under the leadership 
of Paine and his confederates, openly 
and defiantly posed Christianity. 
Again the cloud lifted; the set time to 
favor Zion came.

Then 
came Wesley, McGrady, McAdodoo, 
like the host of Gideon, and blew the 
trumpet, crying, The sword of the 
Lord which is the word of God, and 
the church was baptized with power, 
and a tidal wave of revivalism swept 
the land. 

“In 1850 apathy and darkness had 
supplanted and overcome the zeal and 
enthusiasm that had been kindled by 
the fires of revivalism; then Finny and 
Spurgeon and Moody relit the torch of 
revivalism at God's altar, and set the 
fame aglow.
